He said, ‘‘I'realize we are

‘threats’. The fact is, these © 


are not threats and we have 
a responsibility to make 
the community aware of 
the grave situation we all 
face. If we are going to be 
criticized, I would prefer it 
be for giving people too 
much, rather than too lit- 
tle, information on which 
to base their voting judge- 
ment.” 

Diedrich commented 
that under current projec- 
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tions, an August millage 
failure will leave the 
district with only enough 
funds to operate the 
schools through Septem- 
ber. The program could 
continue to operate 


- through October if ad- 


ditional money can be 
borrowed against anticipa- 
ted school aid. This neces- 
itates state approval and 
agreement by a lending in- 
stitution to furnish the 
money. . 

If the loan cannot be 
made against anticipated 


state aid, and the voters 


turn down the millage in- 


August, the doors will 
close until another election 
can be held in October, 
Diedrich said. 


In the event of a school ‘ 


closing, the district must 
request authorization from 
the sate for another elec- 


tion date and a special loan . 


to operate the schools until 
voters again cast their 
ballots. As a result of 
passage of the Headlee 
Amendment the state will 
not directly act to reopen 
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the schools. Any special 
loan from the state would 
be at 6% interest which 
will mean another financial 
loss to the taxpayer. 

Any type of school 
closing will have an effect 
on the school calendar sin- 
ce students are required to 
have a minimum number of 
school days each year. 
Either scheduled vacation 
days would have to be 
eliminated or the school 
year extended into the 
summer to make up lost 
time.

Over the past several 
weeks I have often been 
asked to comment on the 


. standing of the Crawford 


AuSable Schools as com- 
pared with other districts 
in the amount of money we 
spend to educate each 
child. In a seemingly dif- 
ferent vein, but very much 
related to this question, is 
the one concerning the 
academic progress of our 
students as compared with 
state averages. In short, 
people want to know how 
the’ Crawford AuSable 
Schools compare with 
districts throughout the 
state in both relative costs 
to educate each child and 
pupil achievement. 

There are basically two 
ways one might make 
comparisons of per pupil 
expenditures. These are 
total General Fund expen- 
ditures per pupil and total 
Instructional Expen- 
ditures per pupil. 

Total General Fund ex- 
penditures per pypil are 
simply all costs associated 
with operating a school 
system divided by the total 
number of students. 
Within this category, the 
most recent 
Department of Education 
information reveals that 
during this reporting 
period, the Crawford 
AuSable Schools were 
spending 23% less than the 
state average. . 

The other comparison 
category for spending is 
total Instructional Expen- 
ditures per pupil. Here, the 
direct costs of teaching 
children are considered. 
Expenses included within 
this area are teaching sup- 
plies and materials, 
salaries paid to teachers 
and other staff directly in- 
volved in teaching pupils 
and other direct instruc- 
tional costs. Again using 
State Department of Edu- 


cation figures, the Craw-- 


ford AuSable Schools were 


‘-ranked 493 out of 530 
Michigan. Schoo} . districts 


and spent 21% less than 


the state average to 
educate each pupil. 
This information 


provides us with a good 
picture of the district's 
costs to educate our child- 
ren as compared with state 
averages. Clearly, the 
Crawford AuSable Schools 
are far below the vast 
majority of other school 
systems within the state 
for the amount of money 
we spend to educate our 
children. 

An interesting contrast 
is found when we turn to 
the matter of student 
achievement. One of the 
many tools used to judge 
the effectiveness of a 
school systems instruc- 
tional program is the 
Michigan Education 
Assessment test. Each 
year, students in grades 4, 
7 and 10 are given this test 
to ascertain their progress 
in the basic skills of 
reading and mathematics. 

Test results for the 1978- 
73 school year revealed 


that Crawford AuSable . 


' fourth and seventh graders 
scored above state 
averages in math while our 
tenth graders were slightly 
below the state average. In 
reading, our fourth and 
seventh grade students 
scored slightly below the 
state average while tenth 
graders missed the state 
average by just one per-

expenditures, the 


lenge. 


I would hasten to add 


however, that we are by no 
means content with this 
level of achievement. We 
have already taken steps to 
develop even more effec- 
tive approaches to in- 
‘creasing the performance 
level of our students in the 
basic skills. Next year will 
bring a continuation of a 
concentrated effort by our 
entire instructional staff to 
develop and deliver even 
more effective instruc- 
tional approaches in these 
vital areas. 

Another aspect of 
student achievement may 
be found by examining the 
paths our graduates follow 
when they complete their 
high school education. In a 
recently reported survey of 
the district’s 1978 
graduating class, it was 
found that of those studen- 
ts reporting 39% had con- 
tinued their formal 
education beyond high 
school. Of this number, 
86% were attending either 
a 2-year liberal arts college 
or 4-year university. Of the 
61% of the remaining 
students reporting, all but 
10 were employed. 

In short, the Crawford 
AuSable Schools have con- 
tinued to educate our 
children with far less 
dollars then the state 
average. And yet, our stu- 
dents’ achievement in the 
basic skills are above or 
slightly below state 
averages. Further, our 
graduates are trained to 


successfully enter college’ 
’ or acquire productive jobs. 


The district has reached 
a point, however, where the 
effects of inflation and past 
limited funding force us to 
ask for a tax rate increase 
on August 13. This ad- 
ditional aid is needed if we 
are to continue to provide a 
satisfactory educational 
program for our students. 
We urge the residents of 
the Crawford AuSable 
School District to support 
us in our efforts.

Paul says such 
person should be sent to Hell, Gal 
1:8,9. 

Men may exchange right hands 
of fellowship even though their 
respective fields of service may be 
much varied. Paul was sent to the 
Gentiles just as Peter was sent to 
the Jews. Verse 7. But the 
message of the gospel was the 
game as Peter said in Acts 15:11: 
“But we belicve that through the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we 
shall be saved, even as they.” 
Peter said, ‘‘we” Jews and “they” 
Gentiles are alike saved by ‘‘the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Men may be gifted in different 
ways to reach different people, 
but still share the right hand of 
fellowship around the gospel of 
Grace. ‘(For he that wrought ef- 
fectually in Peter to the apostle-

National and State Immunization Update

“Phe goal of immunizing 
90% plus of the nation’s 
children against seven 
dangerous diseases by 
autumn, 1979, is a step 
closer to fulfillment,” said 
Mrs. Bev Wagoner, Health 
Educator for the District 
No. 1 Health Dept., accor- 
ding to the findings 
released by the center for 
disease control (CDC) of 
the Department of HEW, 
the improvement follows in 
the wake of a nationwide 
campaign called the Im- 
munization Initiative, 
which is spearheaded by 
_ the CDC,. Voluntary Or- 
ganizations, Physicians, 
and local Health Depts. 

Mrs. Wagoner said, ‘‘asa 
result of this campaign and 
local school record search, 
parents are being.reminded 
of the importance of vac- 
cination, and are urged to 
make certain their children 
are fully protected before 
school begins this fall. 
Children and Adults 
should be immunized 
against seven diseases: 
Polio, Measles, Mumps, 
Rubella, Diptheria, Per- 
tussis (Whooping cough) 
and Tetanus. All of these 
diseases can easily be 
prevented, and all carry 
with them the risk of com- 


plications thet can lead ts 


bility.’”’ 

She emphasized that 
cider children and adulis 
should not be overlooked, 
citing recent outbreaks of 
diseases in junior and sen- 
ior high school youth. For 
Adults traveling outside 
the United States, we rec- 
ommend a Polio Booster; a 
Tetanus Booster every 10
